If the ordinary processes of nature 
were never interfered with it would 
not be necessary to extract the tem- 
porary teeth; they would extract them- 


selves at the proper time. Normally 
the roots are absorbed as the time 
comes for the eruption of the perman- 
ent teeth and the crown, or business- 
end of the tooth, is left hanging to the 
gum. Some day a little extra pres- 
sure removes the baby tooth and in its 
place there is the tip of the cusp of 
the permanent tooth that follows. If 
this. natufal system was always fol- 
lowed a great deal of trouble would 
be avoided. Unfortunately many 
causes oferate to interfere with na- 
ture’s perfect plan. 

If the permanent tooth does not 
come diréctly under the temporary 
tooth, the absorption of the root will 
either be incomplete or it will fail to 
absorb at all. Sometimes long sliy- 
ers of the temporary tooth roots are 
left and when the crown comes off or 
an attempt is made to extract, these 
root pieces are left to wedge in the 
process between the permanent teeth. 
This condition always results in in- 
flammation, sometimes causes serious 
abseesses, and often interferes with 
the effort of the permanent tooth to 
take its proper place in the arch. 

Pieces of the roots of temporary 
teeth should never be left in the 
mouth. 

Temporary teeth that are abscessed 
should always be removed, regardless 
of the age of.the child. . When these 
teeth are lost before the time for their 
permanent successor to take their 
place a retaining appliance must be 
made to hold the space so that the 
permanent tooth will not come in the 
wrong-place. In nearly every case it 
is safe to give nitrous-oxide-oxygen as 
an anesthetic for children. Never al- 
child to suffer any pain if you 
ean avoid it.

For Newfoundland - 


1s Being Made by Toronto Professor 

For Use of One of Dr, Grenfell’s 

Hospitals 

Professor Louis B. Stewart, Profes- 
sor of Surveying and Geodesy, Univer- 
sity of Toronto, is working, in his 
spare moment on a scientifically ac 
curate sun-dial for the use of Dr. 
Grenfell’s hospital in ‘Newfoundland. 
A sun-dial, in order to be of real serv- 
ice, must be constructed to suit the 
latitude in which it is to be used and 
must be placed on the true meridian. 
In 1904 Professor Stewart was one of 
a party who went to Newfoundland to 
observe a lunar eclipse, and found at 
that time the exact longitude and lati- 
tude of that part of Newfoundland 
near which Dr. Grenfell has since 
located one of his hospitals. Hearing 
from a university student, who was 
investigating water -power in New- 
foundlamd this summer, that. the 
people in charge of the hospital have 
no means of being sure of the cor 
rect time, Professor Stewart under- 
took to make the sun-dial on ‘which 
he is now working, _

European Countrice Reverting to 
System of Bartering 

The unusual happened in the mar 
keting of the wheat crop this past sea- 
son. Prices were at their lowest as 
ihe first ofthe crop was marketed 
and then, as the volume Increased, 
instead of prices dfopping, they not 
Only held, but actually rose to<higher 
levels. To ourselves and many others 
the situation was one we could not 
understand and was almost Without a 


some of the reasons for this unusual 
condition in the markets and the fac- 
tors involved tend to make us more 
hopeful for the future. 

Prior to the harvesting of our crop 
it was generally known among im- 
porting countries, particularly Great 
Britain, that we would harvest a 
large crop. It was-also known that 
outside of Great Britain the ex 
change situation was such that these 
countries could buy but little wheat. 
The advices received from importers 


in Great Britain were to the effect 


that Yhey could see little hope for 
buying any large quantities of our 
grain for re-export on account of 
the financial situation in Europe, de- 
spite the fact that Europe needed our 
wheat. They said that we would 
offer 150,000,000 bushels of wheat to 
them in a period when their require- 
ments at the outside would be less 
than 560,000,000 bushels. and they 
could see nothing but a big slump in 
wheat prices. 

However, what was really happen- 
ing and what these importers knew 
was that the British Government was 
financing an organization for the im- 
port and export of all commodities 
in which British trade was interested. 
Just as there are grain exehanges in 
Britain, so is there a fruit exchange, 
a raw cotton exchange and a dozen 
others all of huge importance in the 
amount of money involved, Even the. 
spices exchange involves a trade run- 
ning into tens of millions of pounds
